Bells the Spanish Padres Cast Still 


Call the Faithful to Reverent Worship 


VICTORIA, Tex., 
Aug. 
31.— 


The search for the bells has eiid- 
ed in the thickets of mosquito and 
ca'.di southwest of this old Te»&« 
town. 


There were four great bells 
in 


the beginning, four crude bronze 
bells that hung in the old Span- 
ish mission at Refugio. 
They had 


been hung there .|in 1793 when the 
Spaniards brought the sword and 
cross to Texas. 


The Indians thought they were 


the voice of the white man's God. 
They called the faithful to wor- 
ship. They tolled the gladness of 
the first births in that wilderness 
settlement. They tolled the sor- 
row oi! its deaths. 
Their bronze 


voices thundered warning of the 
Indian raids. 
In them, so ran the 


people's legend, was the Voice of 
this new land of the Tejas. 


No man knew 
whence 
came 


these bells. 
Perhaps the 
priests 


cast them. Perhaps 
they 'were 


made in Nucvo 
Santander, 
the 


present Tamalipas. 


Church Destroyed 


The bells tolled the passing of 


the years and the scene changed 
white men from the North, men 
with blue oyes and fair skins, came ] 
into the wilderness. 
War came,' 


the war of Texas' liberation. 


The Mexicans fled south. 
The 


priests returned, 
carrying 
with 


them two of the bells. The church, 
the Mision of Our Lady of Refuge, 
was destroyed by General Urrea'a 
artillery. 
The bells disappeared. 


"That was in 1830:" The''' Irish 
colonists repaired the mission, but 
no trace was found of the bells un- 
til 20 years ago when Mrs. Annie 
Teal's memoirs revealed that one 
bell was hanging at the O'Connor 
ranch house on the San 
Antonio 


River. 
Another, the tale ran, had 


been cracked and so it was left 
by the roadside. 


Still Calls the Faithful 


A few years ago Father Waxa- 


hachie found two of 
the 
bells 


hanging in the patio of a priest's 
house in El Paso. But there was 
no trace of the fourth 
bell, 
the 


broken bell which had been aband- 
oned. 


And then, a little 
while 
ago, 


word came out of the thicket of a 
strange gong that called the ne- 
groes to worhip in Mount 
Zion 


Baptist church. 


Men went there. 
They heard 


the heavy clanging. 
It was loud- 


er than the voices of the negroes, 
louder than the singing and the 
shouts. 


And there, calling the negroes 


to worship in the tangled river 
bottom, they found i t — t h e broken 
bell, the last of the great 
bronze 


bells which vanished almost a hun- 
dred years ago.

—Barter Still is a much used form 
of business transaction 
in many 


Pennsylvania districts, and there 
arc many farmers earning a good 
livelihood who see comparatively 
little cash in a year. 


Butter and eggs are their stock 


in trade, with vegetables likewise 
are exchanged for groceries, wear-* 
ing apparel and other articles. 


There are stores in the smaller 


towns and cities catering particu- 
larly to this class of trade, where 
the custom of a quarter century 
ago of giving "due bills" still pre- 
vails. 


The "due bills" are credit slips, 


and the hired man, in years gone 
by, was paid with "due bills" at the 
end of the month. Today he de- 
mands and receives cash, and if 
the farmer is insistent he can ob- 
tain cash from the stores with 
which he deals, instead of the ''dug 
bills."

cheerfully admit that for a num- 
ber of years past southwest Ar- 
kansas has been a paradise for boll 
weevil—and instead of getting rid 
of tile pest it now begins to ap- 
pear as if we're inviting more of 
thme to come in and 
visit 
for 


Hope now presents twin 
cotton 


bolls. 
As if there were not al- 


ready enough bolls on a stalk to 
satisfy the weevil tribe. 


J. S. Mayo, living four 
miles 


north of town on the Bowden farm, 
brings in the latest addition 
to 


Star's rapidly growing 
collection 


of natural curiosities—twin cot- 
ton bolls, both perfectly 
formed 


and practically matured, product of 
one bloom on a stalk. The spectacle 
was so rare—first one Mr. Mayo 
has ever found—that he pulled the 
limb and brought it to town.

ton stalks, two bolls growing where 
but one grew before, the world's
